Is Wartime Need

Post-Christmas contributions in 
the Christmas Seal Sale are ad- 
vancing the total received to- 
ward the goal necessary to carry 
forward next year an adequate 
campaign against tuberculosis ac- 
cording to announcement made 
this week by Frank C. Royer, 
chairman of the Lower-Merion 
Narberth Christmas Seal Sale. 

"It is gratifying that many per- 
sons who failed to send their re- 
turns for Seals before Christinas 
are doing so now." he said. "We 
hope that additional contributions 
will be received before the records 
are closed." 

"Fighting tuberculosis is a war- 
time necessity it was pointed out 
by Royer. who emphasized the 
Place of the Christmas Seal in the 
fight to control the White 
Plague." 

A message to Royer from Col. 
Henry W. Shoemaker, .Christmas 
Seal chairman for Pennsylvania, 
urged that every effort be made 
to prevent tuberculosis getting a 
fresli start under war conditions. 

"Tuberculosis is an insidious 
and dangerous enemy that is a 
menace in every community. It 
took the lives of more tha 4,000 
Pennsylvanians last year and 
there are probably not less than 
40.000 people in the State afflict- 
ed with the disease. Nearly 20.000 
of our Pennsylvania young men 
have been rejected for military 
service because of tuberculosis. 

"Wartime conditions favor the 
development of this widespread 
and costly disease. There has been 
an increase in countries in which 
war has been raging. This rising 
tide caused an increase in tuber- 
culosis mortality last year in 
twenty-one .states, including New 
Jersey, New York and Massachu- 
setts. Pennsylvania mast be on 
guard to keep this communicable 
disease from increasing within its 
borders— especially in view of the 
greater danger from other states.''

Judge Knight Says Sound Reasoning 
Was Used; Declares Shed Tends 
To Depreciate Adjoining Properties; 
Appeal to Higher Court Possible 

John Albrecht Nurseries will have to remove the storage 

shed that was erected on its Narberth property near the 

Shirley Rd. residential section, Montgomery County Court. 

ruled on Wednesday. 

• The decision was handed down 
by Judge Harold G. Knight at 
Norris town. 

Residents testified at a zoning 
hearing April 11 that the storage 
shed erected by Conrad Albrecht 
on his property at Montgomery 
Ave. and Meeting House Lane was 
unsightly and tended to reduce 
property values of adjoining res- 
idents on Shirley Rd. 

Several weeks later the Bor- 
ough's Board of Zoning Adjust- 
ments handed down a decision 
against Albrecht. Albrecht's at- 
torney, Frank H. Mancill, former 
president of the Lower Merlon 
Board of Commissioners, together 
with Desmond McTighe. Narberth 
resident and Norristown attorney, 
then took the case to Montgomery 
County Court. Judge Knight heard 
the case on July 6 and the Bor- 
ough was represented by its soli- 
citor. Henry Frye. 

Judge Knight made four points 
in his decision: 

1. That the action of the Board 
of Adjustment was backed up by 
sound reasoning and the Court 
would hesitate to upset such ac- 
tion unless the violation had been 
"outrageous'' in character. 

2. That Albrecht had room 
enough on his land to erect Hie 
building at another place. 

3. That the present location of 
the storage shed "very definitely" 
depreciated adjacent properties. 

4. That the Borough had the 
right to revoke the building per- 
mit granted to Albrecht by mis- 
take when the Borough had offer- 
ed to reimburse Albrecht for any 
loss suffered. 

Albrecht now has the choice of 
complying with the court order 
or taking his case to the State 
Supreme Court. 

In handing down its decision in 
May the Borough Board of Ad- 
justment said: 

"It was ba.sed on the conclusion 
that while the Albrecht people 
have a right to use their property 
in connection with their general 
nursery business, they do not have 
a right as such to erect any addi- 
tional non-cunformir»K structure 
inside the residential area of their 
property unless they are able to 
show thai they would suffer an 
undue hardship if they were de- 
nied the right to place those 
structures on the sites that they 
proposed."

Story Of Arnold 
Rewritten by Boys 

Two Gladwyne Youths 
Correct Biographies 
Of Local General 

The published biographies of 
Gen. Henry H. 'Hap) Arnold, 
commander of the U. S. Army Air 
Forces, stood corrected yesterday 
—by two boys who publish a 
monthly newspaper in Gladwyne, 
Arnold's home town. 

The boys are Blair Murphy, 13, 
editor and publisher of the 3- 
vear-old Sunny Hill News, and his 
advertising manager. Ian Whee- 
lock. 12. In the current issue of 
the News, they printed a four- 
page biography of the General 
which proved so popular the 
paper's circulation jumped from a 
normal 300 to 400.- 

First, the boys corrected the 
rest of the biographies by telling 
how Arnold was appointed to 
West Point. Most accounts say 
he went in place of his brother. 
Thomas Herbert. The truth, says 
the Sunny Hill News, is that Hap 
won an alternate appointment m 
competitive examination. And he 
got the chance to go to West 
Point when the original candidate, 
who was not his brother, got mar- 
ried under the belief he had lost 
the test. 

Second, the Sunny Hill News 
takes up Hap's romance and mar- 
riage to Eleanor A. Pool, "known 
to her friends as Bee." a subject 
other biographies skip. The ro- 
mance, says the News, stems from 
their school davs in Ardmore and 
a meeting in 1909 in Switzerland 
after Arnold was graduated from 
West Point. The marriage took 
place in 1913. the year he became 
a first lieutenant. 

Bought Printing Press

paper on a typewriter in his home.

First U. S. Officer 
To Enter Paris 

Lt. Raymond W. Smith, 29. son 
of Mr. and Mrs. John F. Smith, 
of 60 Yale Rd„ Brookline, was 
killed in action in Germany No- 
vember 24, according to word re- 
ceived from the War Department 
by his parents on December 11. 

The first American officer to 
enter Paris. Lt. Smith entered the 
service in February, 1942. and had 
been overseas since July, 1944. He 
received most of his training at 
Fort Benning. Ga„ and was a 
gunnery instructor at Camp 
Blanding, Fla. 

He received his commission as 
a second lieutenant in March, 
1943. and was commissioned a 
first lieutenant in June of this 
year. 

He is survived by his parents; 
a brother, William, and two sis- 
ters. Mrs. George On*, of Spring- 
field, and Miss Jessie Smith. 

A graduate of Upper Darby 
High School in 1932, Lt. Smith 
had been employed by the Amer- 
ican Stores, Inc., and by the Auto- 
car Company before his enlist- 
ment in the service.

each of the playgrounds, and one 
director of recreation in charge. 
Approximately $12,000 in salaries 
will be paid to employ the super- 
visors in the late Spring. Summer 
and early Fall. 

This agreement applies only to 
the supervision of recreation for 
children of school age. No plan 
for adult recreation was con- 
sidered. 

• These are the major points of 
the joint agreement as given out 
by the commissioners following 
their meeting: 

1. Commissioners will put the 
playgrounds in condition, includ- 
ing maintenance of tennis courts, 
ball fields and other game areas. 
This includes adding any new 
toilet facilities and keeping them 
in repair. 

2. Commissioners will pay for 
water used on the playgrounds. 

3. Commissioners will maintain 
all permanent equipment. 

4. Commissioners will pay the 
School District $6,590 toward sal- 
aries of recreation supervisors and 
to be used in purchasing expend- 
able equipment. 

The School Board agrees: 

1. To appropriate $5,000 toward 
the salaries of the supervisors. 

2. To handle the payroll of the 
supervisors. 

i 3. To order and distribute ex- 
i pendable equipment. 

4. To contribute all expendable 
equipment to the recreation pro- 
gram that is already in its posses- 
sion.

the armed forces. High school sen-

Awards are made for one year 
and are renewable annually until 
graduation if the holder main- 
tains a satisfactory record.

ANY OF THIS $25,000,000 YOURS, VET? 

There are approximately $25,000,000 waiting to be picked up by 
some 30,000 veterans of the last war at the Veterans Administration if 
they will apply for it before the maturity date of their service certifi- 
cates (bonus), which in most cases is January 1, 1945. it is stated by 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Administrator of Veterans' Affairs. All 
these veterans have to do to collect this money is to exercise their 
rights in connection with their adjusted service certificates. Some 
15,000 veterans can collect up to $625 each, part of which is interest 
they are now being charged on loans and part interest they are losing 
by not having applied for the bonds that were issued in exchange for 
certificates. The others can collect in addition to the face value nf 
their certificates an average of $250 each in bond interest by exchang- 
ing their certificates for bonds now. 

G. I. JOE'S POST-WAR PLANS • 
Seven per cent of the men now in the Army have definite plans 
lor operating a business and five per cent plan on farms, according 
to a survey conducted among troops in the United States and overseas 
by the Information and Education Division, Army Service Forces. 
For the most part they are interested primarily in relatively small 
enterprises, with half of these having definite plans saying that they 
will invest $4,000 or less. 

RURAL HOUSING FACTS SOUGHT 

Rural housing authorities have been asked to submit applications 
lor allotments for rural low-rent housing construction that they will 
be prepared to undertake the first three post-war years if federal 
funds are made available, Philip M: Koutznick, Commissioner of the 
Federal Public Housing Authority, announces. No funds are at pres- 
ent available to local housing authorities and any future public hous- 
ing activities will depend entirely upon the authority and appropria- 
tions that the Congress may provide for this purpose, he said. The 
FPHA seeks to know the desires and needs of local communities before 
making any recommendations to the Congress. Rural housing authori- 
ties are asked to provide in their plans for the housing needs of small 
towns as well as farms. 

FHA HOLDS LINE AGAINST LAND INFLATION 

With careful search, some good farms can still be bought at fair 
prices despite higher land values, says the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration, in reporting that 3,369 farm purchases made during the last 
fiscal year, under the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act, were based 
on its policy of holding the line against land inflation. 

But with farm land values in many areas approaching boom 
levels, tenant purchase loan applicants, who must find for themselves 
the farms they wish to purchase, experienced more difficulty last 
year in locating farms that measured up to FSA standards and could 
be bought at prices FSA would approve. 

Although average land values increased 15 per cent during the 
last fiscal year, farm purchases financed by FSA averaged no more 
per acre than the farms bought in previous years. They were financed 
on the basis of their productivity, and quality was not sacrificed. The 
average purchase price per farm last year was $4,252, compared with 
$4,354 the year before when 5.144 farms were bought. During the first 
five years of operation of the tenant purchase program, which began 
in 1937. farms of similar quality were purchased at an average price 
of $4,033.

The record of the Plying Portress, "The Spirit of Valley Forge," 
piloted by 1ST LT. JOE BURNS, '35, has been revealed by the Eighth 
Air Force authorities in England. Since its first combat mission last 
May, the Fort has covered more than 45,000 flying miles, taken part 
in the first Eighth Air Force mission on D-Day,. was damaged 23 
times, suffering more than 200 battle holes and survived three dan- 
gerous fires during operations.
